t time In my life a visitor from the 
spirit laud. 
Toward the end of August, 180 , I 
arriv'd , after a ramble through S w it­ 
zerland, at Vevey and alhrhb-d at the 
Hotel tin Lae, a palatial building, In 
spacious gardens, on the brink of the 
lake of Geneva.
